During the early morning hours the 
Totlng waa unusually heavy, and it 
to SMierally believed the number of 
ballots cast will be greater than in the 
la^t presidential election, breaking all 
previous records. 

A Throe Oernored Ftg-ht. 

Toledo, April 3.— Weather cool, with 
brilliant sunshine. Voting started 
brlAly the moment the polls opened, 
and is proceeding quietly all over the 
city. The interest is intense. The 
fight Is a thrcp-cornered one. Mayor 
Jones, who bas»become widely known 
for his socialistic sentiments, was de- 
feated for renomlnatloa at the Repub- 
lican primaries, and is running as an 
Independent, on a platform of city 
cwnership of lighting plant and street 
liiilways.

Washington, April 3.— The United 
States supreme court decided the act 
of 1892 constitutional in the stata bank 
tax cases from Owensboro, Ky., affirm- 
ing the opinion of the Kentucky court 
of appeals. The case of the Owens- 
boro National bank versus the city of 
Owensboro involved other points, and 
in this case the Kentucky court of ap- 
peals was overruled. In the Hender- 
son Badge company and Louisville and 
Nashville railroad versus the city of 
Henderson the state law was upheld, 
and the state court of ^'appeals was 
affirmed.

Dertoit. April .T.— Blue skies and 
clear crisp iiir were encouraging fea- 
tures of election day. The morning 
vote in Detroit was quite heavy for a 
Fpring eleoticn, and the inspectors 
were liept busy at most of the voting 
booths. It was expected that the fine 
weather will prove a big factor in 
1 ringing out the country vote through- 
nut the state. The spring election this 
rear Is of more Interest than ordinar- 
ily, bivausc circuit .indRcs are Ijelng 
chosen throughout the state, in addi- 
tion to local officers In townships, and 
in most of the cities. Besides elect- 
ing a Justice of the supreme court and 
university regents, constitutional 
amendments are being voted upon for 
establishment of a state appellate 
court and a state printing ofllce. 

The principal condition concerning 
the election so far a."* state offcers arc 
concerned has been whether the labor 
movement agpiinst Chief .lusiice Grant, 
on account of his anti-boycott deci- 
sion, would develop sufflcient strength 
to defeat him for re-election to the 
state supreme bench. The reports 
from the state indicate that v.-hi!e tli.s 
movement is more or lees strong 'n 
the larger cities, it has little effective- 
ness in the smaller towns. 

Friends of Thomas E. Barkorth, the 
nemocratic nominee, assert that a 
large campaign would have landed 
their candidate, but admit that the re- 
sult is now doubtful. It is conceded 
that the Republican candidates for re- 
gents will be elected. 

Dir'patches from various parts of the 
state show that local and perr.onal is- 
sues are cutting considercjle figure In 
the election of Judges. 

Outlook In < hlcaaro. 

Chicago, April 3.— lae city election 
here promises to be a spirited one and 

trouble at the pons is expected. The 
Republifans insist that many names 
fraudulently registered still remain on 
the polling lists, hnd that the Demo- 
cratic leaders in the first ward will 
seek by force to crowd their heelers 
through the polling booths. A large 
vote is expected to be polled, as the 
registration is fully as large as during 
the presidential election in 1896. The 
Democratic leaders figure a majority 
of 80.000 for Carter Harrison, the pres- 
ent mayor. On the other hand, the 
Uepublicans claim their leader, Z. R. 
Carter, will be elected by 25,000. E-'.- 
Governor Altgeld. who is running on 
the free silver platform of the Demo- 
cratic party in 189G and municipal 
ownership of street railways, claims 
one-half the total vote. 



Ooeii KKTolutlon Predicted. 

London. April 3.— In connection with 
the collision between the Bulgarian 
and Turkish frontier guards at Kos- 
zyl-Agob, between Jamboli and Adri- 
anopolo, a correspondent In Mace- 
donia writf" concerning the seething 
condition in the Balkans. He says: 
"Grave cornequencea can not be de- 
terred much longer. The whole prov- 
ince is armed and matters are rapidly 
drifting into open revolution. The 
people are drilling for the coming 
struggle, and the country is virtually 
in a state of siege. Turkish troops have 
been pouring into most of the disturb- 
ed districts, concentrating chiefly in 
the north, and reinforcements are ar- 
riving daily." 



Claim Acaluit Cureao Mnverniuant. 

San Francisco, April 3.— According 
to advices from the Orient, Count 
Kalserling, a retired lieutenant com- 
mander of the Russian navy, has 
lodged a claim against the Korean gov- 
ernment for 34,000 yen damages for 
the setoore of one of his whaling ves- 
sels, which was captured la watsrs un- 
der the control of a Vladivostock com- 
pany. It Is said that the Russian mln- 
totsr has I ndorsed the claim. 

Greek Cabloxt RealKOa. 

Athens, April 3.— A committee of the 
chamber of deputies having dec lared 
that the election of M. Zaimis, the 
president of the council of ministers 
and minister of foreign affairs, was in- 
valid, owing to bribery and intimida- 
tion, the cabinet, after the meetinT, 
resigned. The Greek ministry, which 
has just resigned, was orgaalasd on 
Oct 3, 1897. ^

Washington, April 3. — The president 
Issued the following executive order. 

"It is fitting that in behalf of the na- 
tion tributes of honor be paid to the 
memories of the noble men who lost 
their lives in their country's service 
during the late war with Spain. It is 
the more fitting, inasmuch as in con- 
sonance with the spirit of our free 
institutions, and in obedience to the 
most exalted promptings of patriotism, 
those who were sent to other shores 
to do battle for their country's honor 
under their country's flag, went freely 
from every quarter of cr.r beloved 
land. 

"Each soldier, each sailor, parting 
from home ties and putting b^lnd 
bim private Interests In the presence 
of the stern emergency of unsought 
war with an alien foe. was an indi- 
vidual type of that ilevotion of the 
citizen to the state which makes our 
nation stropf la onlty and la action. 

"Those who died In another land 

left in many homes the undyinp mem- 
ories that attend the heroic dead of all 
ages. It was fitting that with the 
advent of peace, vaa by their sacri- 
fleo, their bodies shiald he gathersd 

with tender rare and r'-sfored to home 
and kindred. This has li<>en done with 
the dead of (^nlia and Porto Rico. 
Those of the Philippines still rest 
where they fell, watchod mnr by their 
surviving comrades and crowned with 
the love of a grateful nation. 

"The remains of many brought to 
our shores have been delivered to their 
families for private burial. But for 
others of the brave ofllcera and mm 
who perished there has been r eo s n r sd 
Interment in ground sacred to the sol- 
diers and sailors amid the tributes of 
military honor and national mourn- 
ing they have so well .deserved. 

"I therefore order: That ^tm tho 
arrival of the cortege at tlM Nlltloaal 
cemetery at Arlington all proper mili- 
tary and naval honors he paid to the 
dead heroes; that suitable ceremon'ea' 
shall attend their Interment: that the 
customary salute of mourning be fired 
at the cemetery, and that on the same 
(lay. at 2 p. m. Tlnusday. the sixth 
day of April, the national ensign be 
displayed at half-staff on all public 
buildings, foris, camps and public Tea- 
sels of the United States, and that at 
12 n'rlock noon of s;:id day all depart- 
ments of the govti nnient at Washing- 
ton shall b'.- closed. 

"WiLUAM McKINLBY." 

In the same ranaection. Acting Sse- 
retary of War MciUlcJolin sent this or- 
der: "The remains of ollic its and sol- 
diers who lost their lives in the war 
with Spain during the operations ia 
Cuba and Vorto Rloo will be interred 
with due and fitting ceremonies, in the 
National cemetery at Arlington, Va., 
on Thursday. April at 2 [). in. By 
dire<'tion of the president, all of the 
United States troops serving In the. 
vicinity of Washington, together with 
the national guard of the District of 
Columbia, will be assembled at .Xrling- 
ton on the date in quest ion to partici- 
pate In the funeral ceremonies.**

Pearce, of 
Lexington, acted as Secretary of the meet, 
ing. 

For Directorn,* A. .1. Gorbam, W. B. 
Skinner, L. Ed. Pearce, J. D. Wooley and 
H. 0. Swift, of Fayette County, and Dr. 
J. A. Reed, ol Mason, were plaoed in 
nomination. Tbe vote was taken by 
written ballot, and they were declared 
elected, having received tbe vote of about 



2,107 shares, and no vote being ca t 
against them. 

Jndgo Bollock was the only one placed 
in nomination for Presltfont and after 
tbe vote was declared elected. 

This completed the proceedings, and 
after it was announced that the new dU 
lectors woold meet at the Oentral Hotel 
at 12 o'clock, the meeting was on motion 
declared adjourned.
